T IS true that for the past six years Republican history has 


been characterized by factional struggles for control. Dis- 

ruption came not because of a difference over principles. 

The trouble was over leadership. Even at the height of its 
civil war when it split into two fighting factions, it was not a mat- 
ter of issues. The Republican platform of 1912 and the progres- 
sive platform were almost identical upon the great questions of 
the day. The Republican policies have remained the same, and 
they have endured the acid test of polities, party disruption. 

It may be granted that Governor Whitman is correct when he 
says that its tariff system has not been satisfactory, if he means 
by that satisfactory to all. No party has ever written a perfect 
tariff law, no party ever will, no party ever can. Thomas B. Reed 
once said, ‘‘The perfect tariff bill is the bill every man writes in 
his own mind.’’ That kind of a bill is never enacted into law, it 
never can be. Tariff legislation in the United States must ever be 
a series of compromises between | interests and communities. It 
can never be satisfactory to all in its paragraphs and its details. 
But the Republican tariff policy has been satisfactory to the coun- 
try, and has made and kept the nation prosperous. 

The Republican party of today is true to the fundamentals of 
Republicanism. It would have triumphed last fall had it not been 
for artificial issues which beclouded the real difference between 
Republicanism and Democracy. The party has never been in the 
habit of inventing new faiths and new programs to meet every 
apparent turn in the tide of public opinion. Nor does it intend to 
do so in the present, for that is not the way of real and enlightened 
leadership.—Philadelphia Press. 


HILE unfavorable climatic conditions, in all parts of Canada, 

W have thus far prevented the completion of sowing opera- 

tions, and while there are indications, in the great wheat- 

producing provinces that a somewhat smaller acreage than 
usual will be planted, the outlook for the Dominion as a whole is 
that the total volume of food crops for the coming season will be 
somewhat greater than the average. The appeal for greater pro- 
duction has been general throughout all the provinces, and re- 
ports received at the government headquarters in Ottawa indicate 
that the response will justify the assurance that Canada, when the 
harvest season rolls around, will be able to offer for export a vol- 
use of grain approaching, though possibly hardly equaling, that of 
last year. 

A condition could hardly be imagined in which Canada would 
not be able to produce far more than enough of the staple food- 
stuffs to meet the needs of her own people. But the domestic re- 
quirements now seem commonplace in comparison with the duty 
of supplying in liberal quantities to the allied armies at the front. 
Canada realizes this imperative need, and, under more favorable 
seasonal conditions, would have prepared to meet it. Wheat is the 
great staple crop in the chief exporting provinces, and, theoretic- 
ally at least, it cannot be expected to yield if sown much later than 
the middle of May. Thousands of acres of rich land in the wheat 
belt cannot, it is said, be sown until after that time. But there 
is nothing to prevent sowing these lands with oats and forage 
crops, and this course will probably be followed. Oats are a good 
substitute for wheat, and should be raised where conditions do not 
permit the production of corn crops. The great aim should be 
to add to the bulk of the world’s grain supply. It is not necessary 
that the grain should be wheat.—Monitor.

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HOW THE CALIFORNIA FARMER 
CAN HELP WIN THE WAR

Here are the great doctrines the 
farmers of California should heed to 
help win the war, say the agricul- 
tural experts of the University of 
California, in advising the Commit- 
tee on Resources and Food Supply 
of the State Council of Defense. 

1. Raise more forage for livestock. 

2. Save all the breeding animals, 
so that California may maintain a 
large supply of new _ stock con- 
stantly. 

3. Increase the number of hogs by 


the maintenance of at least a breed- 
ing sow or two on every ranch in 
the state, if possible. 


4, Keep poultry and Belgian hares 
wherever possible, on ranches and 
even in the towns, to help other 
means of eking out a proper meat 
supply. 

5. Encourage tke building of silos 
for the conservation of feed for 
dairy stock, which in turn will sup- 
ply milk, cheese, ard, in an emerg- 
ency, beef, thus making an added 
supply of the most important class 
of foods, the protein foods. 

6. Intercrop the orchards, using 
beans or sorghums or potatoes as 
conditions may dictate. This will 
not only bring a greater profit by us- 
ing otherwise wasted land but will 
very materially increase California’s 
food supply, both directly and _ indi- 


rectly. 
7. Wherever possible to _ irrigate 
grain lands, follow with another 


crop this summer, of either sorghum 
or beans. 

8. Stop all waste, using garbage 
and other waste from houses ‘for the 
feeding of hogs and chickens. 

9. Save all the straw, both grain 
and bean straw, and use it either 
as feed or as mulching material in 
the orchard. Do not burn a pound 
of straw. 

10. Encourage wherever possible 
and spread knowledge concerning 
home canning, to encourage the con- 
servation of vegetables and fruits 
which otherwise might be wasted. 
Canning of this sort in every home 
would go a long way toward reliev- 
ing the pressure in the food supply.

The dust particles in the air carry 
molds and germs. 

Meat, fish, and milk are ideal 
breeding grounds for such germs. 
Keep your food covered so _ that 
these bacteria and germs will have 
as little chance as possible to get on 
your food. 

House flies—better called “ty- 
phoid flies’—are among the dirtiest 
things that enter our homes, They 
fly from sewers, privies, and manure 
heaps, carrying filth on their feet, 
which they deposit on any food on 
which they alight. Frequently 
germs of typhoid fever are carried 
by flies in the filth on their bodies, 
and in their excrement (flyspecks). 

Ordinary cleanliness demands that 
flies be kept out of our homes and 
away from our food. 

Health protection maks it essen- 
tial to banish flies. Keep all food 
covered, or at least screened from 
these carriers of deadly disease and 
filth. Destroy flies by every possi- 
ble means.

THIEVES | 


It is a sad moment for the mo- 
torist when, upon arriving at the 
point where he left his machine, he, 
finds that it has disappeared. The 
car that the motorist has worked so 
hard to secure has been stolen, and | 
the chances are, that unless a com- 
plete record of the numbers of the | 
various parts of the machine and! 
the individual identification marks | 
has been retained, it will never again | 
be seen by its rightful owner. In-| 
vestigation shows that before leav-| 
ing the car the motorist had parked | 
it “safely” in the shadow of a tree, 
but had forgotten to apply the lock. | 
Result—Mr. Crook simply inserted 
the key—of which he carries a good- 
ly assortment—stepped on the start- 
er and “gave ’er the gun.” That’s 
all. 

The Automobile Club of Southern 
California is at this time making a 
determined effort to increase the ef- 
fectiveness of its campaign against 
motor thieves, which it has been 
conducting for years. Head Detec- 
tive Powell of the club’s theft bu- 
reau says that the bureau is handi- 
capped unless it has the assistance 
of the motoring public. If the club’s 
detectives are given a complete list 
of identification marks of a car soon 
after the theft occurs the chances 
are five to one that it will be re- 
covered. The motorist can help the 
club in this work of locating stolen 
machines by filling in identification 
blanks and listing them with the 
club—before the car is stolen, then 








have a complete list of its identifi- 
cation features upon which to work. 
Here is a list of “preventatives and 
cures” for the auto theft trouble: 


the Auto Club’s free bureau, fill 
them in and file with the club before 
the car is stolen. Keep a duplicate 
list for the assistance of local po- 
lice authorities. When car is taken 
report same immediately. 

2. Dont’ fail to park near a light 
at night. 

8. Have a lock on your car and be 
sure to use it. 

4. Be sure to mark your car with 
secret identification marks. 

5. Don’t fail to write name in in- 
delible ink inside all tires. 

6. Don’t rent private garage to 
strangers without notifying the 
theft bureau of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California. 
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TO TEACH MAKING “FOREIGN” 
| CHEESE IN FIVE-DAY COURSE 
| AT UNIVERSITY FARM

Epicures who have been deprived 
of foreign cheese by the war are 
discovering. the possibilities of Cali- 
fornia-made cheese. Now the Uni- 
versity of California is going to help 
California cheese-makers to learn 
how to rival foreign-made cheeses 
in deliciousness and character. There 
will be a special five-day course for 
cheese-makers at the University 
Farm at Davis, from Monday, May 
28, to Saturday, June 2, inclusive, in 
which the methods will be taught of 
making “California Jack cheese” and 
“California MHalf-skim cheese,” two 
types now in wumnexpected demand 
because of the war-time famine in 
foreign-made cheese. People who 
can no longer obtain Parmesan 
cheese from Italy, to grate for sal- 
ads and soups, are finding that the 
“California Half-skim cheese,” a dry, 
firm cheese, is excellent for grating. 

When the cheese-makers gather at 
the University Farm at Davis they 
will be given the following five-days’ 
program of instruction by the dairy 
industry division: 

Monday, May. 28, 8 to 10 a. m., reg- 
istration; 10 a. m. to 3 p. m., prac- 





Tuesday, May 29, 8 a. m., lecture 
on making Jack cheese; 9 a. m., lec- 
ture on the testing of milk and its 
products; 10 a. m. to 3 p. m., prac- 
tice in making Jack cheese; 3 to 5 
Pp. m., practice in testing milk and 
whey. 

Wednesday, May 30, 8 a. m., lec- 
ture on molding and pressing Jack 
cheese; 9 a. m., lecture on acidity 
tests; 10 a. m. to 3 p. m., practice 
in making Jack cheese; 3 to 5 p. m., 
practice in judging Jack cheese. 

Friday, June 1, 8 a. m., lecture on 
making half-skim Jack cheese; 9 a. 
m., lecture on handling and curing 
Jack cheese; 10 a. m., practice in 
making Jack cheese; 3 to 5 p. m,, 
practice in testing milk and cream. 

Saturday, June 2, 8 a. m., lecture 
on how to keep records in a cheese 
factory; 9 a. m., lecture on the hand- 
ling and disposing of whey; 10 a. 
m. to 3 p. m., practice in making 
Jack cheese. 

The cost of board and room at the 
University Farm for the five days 
need not exceed seven dollars; there 
will be a registration fee of one 
dollar. Those wishing to attend the 
cheese-making course should write 
at once to the Dean of the Univer- 
sity Farm School, Davis, Yolo Co.

LET NOTHING SPOIL 

Heat, dirt, improper handling, 
flies, insects, and rats or mice are 
the greatest food wasters. 

Keep perishables cool, clean, and 
covered. 

The moment meat, fish, milk, and 
eggs are allowed to get warm they 
begin to spoil. 

Bacteria and germs multiply rap- 
idly in slightly warm food, and 
quickly make it: dangerous or unfit 
to eat. 

Keep perishable foods in the cool- 
est, cleanest place you can provide, 
preferably in a good refrigerator or 
ice house, but, at any rate, in cov- 
ered vessels suspended in the well, 
or in the coolest clean place in your 
home or cellar. 

Do not keep perishable foods in 
a hot kitchen or pantry or in a 
sunny place a moment longer than 
is mecessary. 

Dry cold is a better preservative 
cold.

DESTROY RATS TO SAVE FOOD 
SUPPLY 


The destruction of food by rats 
and ground squirrels is so great 
that the California State Board of 
Health urges every community in| 
the state to engage in their exter- 
mination. Not only are these ro- 
dents responsible for plague and 
other infections, but they cause an 
economic los estimated at from 
thirty-five ft fifty million dollars, 
annually, i the United States. The 
expensive JItivated grains are the 
favorite f...d of both rats and ground 
squirrels. The ground squirrels are 
particularly destructive of the grow- 
ing grain, eating the tender sprouts 
and destroying the plants until the 
|crop matures. Rats attack the ma- 
tured grain, invading granaries, ele- | 
vators and warehouses, but they do| 
not stop with these depredations, 
displaying a great fondness for food 
products made of grains, such as 
bread, cake, macaroni, etc. 


Rats eat almost all of the foods 


even climb trees to obtain fruit. 

Ordinarily, rats breed faster than 
they are destroyed. It is estimated 
that in most cities there are as 
many rats as there are people, and 
in the very thickly populated rural 
districts, it is said that there is a 
rat for every acre of ground. Since

| For the last two years the forest 
|service has devoted much time and 
|money to promoting and developing 
'the recreation use of the forests. It 
lwas planned to continue this work 
|agegressively this season, to improve 
camp grounds and to issue more 
maps. This will be postponed, how- 
ever, until the successful terminaton 
of the war with Germany. 

In many cases range areas hith- 
erto reserved for campers’ horses 
will be used to produce beef, mut- 
ton, and wool. The time of the for- 
est rangers will be spent in aiding 
the stockmen to so develop the 
‘ranges that more stock can be cCar- 
-ried. By means of cooperative work 
‘with the live stock associations and 
the University of California, the de- 
partment hopes to have many thou- 
sand more cattle on the forest 
ranges this season than last. 

In the opinion of the forest of- 
ficers meat and men are more need- 
ed this season than vacations, and 
while travel for pleasure in the 
mountains will in no way be discour- 
aged, the forest officers agree that 
the camper will meet more cows 
than deer in the national forests.

WHAT STATE COUNCIL OF DE- 
FENSE HAS ACCOMPLISHED 


Here are the things which the 
California State Council of Defense 
has accomplished since April 6, when 
it was organized by Governor Ste- 
phens: 

1. Increased forthcoming crop pro- 
duction in California more than 30 
per cent, thereby insuring millions of 
pounds of additional foodstuffs for 
both the U. S. and the allied armies. 

2. Formed county councils of de- 
fense in all of the 5&8 counties of 
the state which will have super- 
vision over and coordinate the ef- 
forts of local organizations and in- 
dividuals in putting the entire state 
on a systematic and unified prepar- 
edness and defensive basis. 

8. Through its committee on sci- 
entific research, utilized scores of 
heretofore wasted by-products and 
made them available for industrial 
purposes. 

4. Through its secret service de- 
Tartment yiven material aid to the 
federal government in the _ repres- 
sion of enemy plots. More than 200 
persons have already been interned 
in California. 

5. By coordinating federal, state 
and muunicipal free employment bu- 
reau system, county councils of de- 
fense, the farm bureau of the U. of 
C. and farmers’ organizations, taken 
steps to provide for quick mobiliza- 
tion of available farm labor and the 
prevention of any shortage of needed 
help at harvesting time. 

6. Secured legislation which per- 
mits water and irrigation companies 
to furnish surplus water to crop- 
raisers outside of their own districts. 

7. Through county councils of de- 
fense, taken steps for the prompt 
and efficient carrying out of the pro- 
visions of the government’s §selec- 
tive draft plans. 

8. Supervised and encouraged the 
formation of more than 250 compa- 
nies of home guards, more than half 
of which have taken the necessary 
oath which makes them available as 
a secondary reserve defense for the 
state. 

9. Through the state marketing 
commission, taken steps for the 
prompt handling and disposal of in- 
creased crop and food production. 

10. Through the enthusiastic co- 
operation of newspapers throughout 
the state along all lines, and through 
women’s clubs and similar organiza- 
tions, successfully waged a cam- 
paign for food conservation and pre- 
vention of waste. 

‘Created on April 6 by governor 
William D. Stephens for the pur- 
pose of preparing California for war, 
the State Council of Defense in ap- 
proximately five weeks of operation 
has put the state on a basis to cope 
adequately with almost any emerg- 
ency which might arise and at the 
same time has established Califor- 
nia in the front rank as one of the 
most quickly and efficiently prepar- 
ed states in the nation. 

In a resume of its activities just 
given out, the state council shows 
that in addition to coordinating in- 
dividual and local patriotic effort 
into systematized and unified lines

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for defensive organization, it also 
has brought about increased food 
production throughout California 
which will insure millions of pounds 
of badly needed foodstuffs for home 
consumption and for the allied ar- 
mies abroad, and that in the line of 
military defensive steps it has fos- 


tered and brought into existence a| 


home guard force estimated at 37,500 
men, which when properly armed 
through federal channels, can be 
used as a secondary defensive line 
in military emergency. 

Summing up the activities of the 
State Council of Defense and the 
results which have been 
since its organization little more 
than a month ago, A. H. Naftzger, 
vice chairman, says: 

“Our initial efforts immediately af- 
ter organization were directed to- 
ward increased food production. 
Through our committee on resources 
and food supplies and the agricul- 
tural department of the University 
of California, which has been of in- 
caculable aid, practically every far- 
mer in the state has been induced 
to plant largely increased crops. In 
every county of the state, through 
the University of California farm ad- 
visers, farmers have been advised as 
to what crops would be most needed 
and every possible assistance given 
to them. The result is that the 
forthcoming crop production in prac- 
tically all lines will be from 35 to 
50 per cent greater than in former 
years. 

County Councils Aid Work 

“Next to increased crop  produc- 
tion, our most important problem 
was the coordination of individual 
and local efforts and patriotism into 
a systematized and unified prepared- 
ness program. Toward this end 
there have been organized in every 
county in the state ‘county councils 
of defense,’ which have been subdi- 
vided into committees similar to 
those of the State Council of De- 
fense, and which are taking up on 
a smaller scale the same defense 
problems which met the state coun- 
cil on its inception. Under the jur- 
isdiction of county councils, of which 
the presiding judge of the superior 
court is chairman, are all county or- 
ganizations which have preparedness 
as their objective. In bundreds of 
cities and towns local councils of 
defense have been formed and these 
municipal organizations are carrying 
out locally the defensive steps init- 
iated by each county council. In 
practically every county in the state 
from two to a half dozen home guard 
companies have been organized and 
are being drilled; steps have been 
taken to properly safeguard water, 
power and other public utilities; 
peace officers have gotten together 
for the purpose of concerted effort in 
the repression of enemy plots; grow- 
ing crops are being watched over to 
prevent destruction by fire or by the 
blowing up of irrigation gates and 
dams; relief work and the training 
of nurses for war purposes are be- 
ing carried on under the direction of 
the Red Cross; home gardening is 
being encouraged on a wide scale 
by practical public instruction and 
in many places cities are providing 
free water, and scores of other lines 
of defense activity are being follow- 
ed out. 

Industries Set Stimulus 

“One of the most important works 
and one which will have its ef- 
fects after the war is over is being 
carried on by the committee on sci- 
entific research, which has for its 
object the supplying of much needed 
chemicals and __ similar products 
through the utilization of heretofore 
wasted by-products. When it is said 
that this committee has discovered 
a desert plant which grows in pro- 
fusion and which can be used as a 
substitute in the manufacture of rub- 
ber, some understanding of the value 
of their work is given. The results 
that they already have secured have 
been of vast importance from an 
industrial viewpoint. Many big min- 
ing projects which were tied up 
through inability to secure cyanide 
again are in operation. And in util- 
izing waste products for making cy- 
anide not only mining but the cit- 
rus growers and hundreds of farmers 
have been aided. Steps are now in 
progress for the utilization of waste 
and the manufacture of by-products 
which will give California indus- 
tries more than a score of chemicals, 
the securing of which had been prac- 
tically cut off by the war in Eu- 
rope. 

“Apropos the work of the secret 
service department of the State 
Council of Defense, for precautionary 
reasons, little can be said. Suffici- 
ent is the fact that more than 200 
persons are now interned in this 
state, practically all of them for at- 
tempts to carry out enemy plots 
within our borders. We are work- 
ing with the closest cooperation with 
the federal government in these 
matters. 


Farm Labor Is Big Problem 

“Having urged farmers throughout 
the state to plant increased crops, 
it has been contingent upon the 
state council to see that there would 
be sufficient labor to harvest these 
crops when they were ripe. Toward 
this end a complete survey of the 
forthcoming crop production not on- 
ly has been made, but a comprehen- 
sive survey of all available labor for 
farm work is now near completion. 
This will include not only the labor 
which is regularly available in each 
locality, but a careful count of Cali- 
fornia’s floating labor population. 

“Coincident with the crop and 
labor surveys, steps already have 
been taken to coordinate the efforts 
of the federal, state and municipal 
free employment bureaus, county 
councils of defense, the farm bureau 
of the University of California which 
has agents in every county, and far- 
mers’ organizations, toward makng 
the available labor supply more mo- 
bile and toward getting both labor- 
ers and employers in better touch 
with each other. nl order to accom- 
plish this latter requisite it has 
been necessary for members of the 
state council to assimilate the view- 
points of both the farmer and the

men who work as farm hands. With 
already available data on the num- 
ber of men who can be utilized for 
farm work, and with the improve- 
ment of the living conditions and 
with the paying of the same wage 
that is offered for common labor by 
railroads, construction projects and 
others, we do not believe that there 
will be any difficulties encountered 


by farmers in securing necessary 
help te harvest their forthcoming 
crops. 


Surplus Water for Crops 
“Practically every farmer in the 
state already is aware of iegislation 
enacted by the state legislature at 


which wil] permit water and irriga- 
tion companies to sell their surplus 
water to crop-raisers outside of al- 
ready defined irrigation districts, 
without jeojardizing their future 
rights in such matters. Thousands 
of acres of increased crops are being 
produced through these steps. 

“Through county councils of de- 
fense, steps already have been taken 
by the State Council of Defense 
through its newly created state reg- 
istration bureau, of which Ralp P. 
Merritt is head, for the carrying out 
of the provisions of the recently en- 
acted national selective conscription 
law. With the receiving of definite 
instructions from Washington, Cali- 
fornia is ready to carry out the nec- 
essary registration work with all pos- 
sible speed and accuracy. 

“The actual work of putting Cali- 
fornia on a strictly military defen- 
sive basis has necessarily been left 
largely in the hands of the military 
authorities. By fostering the or- 
ganization of home guard companies 
in different localities, however, we 
have been able to build up a sec- 
ondary line for military defense 
which would be extremely valuable 
in time of emergency. Practically 
250 of such home guard companies 
have been formed throughout the 
state and more than half of them 
have complied with the provisions of 
the state law which makes them 
amenable to call by the governor. 
Many of them already are effectively 
armed and with the ability to se- 
cure needed guns, this branch of 
military organization will be a big 
asset toward defensive preparedness. 
At a rough estimate, figuring an av- 
erage of 150 men to each home 
guard company, there would be avail- 
able 37,500 men in this barneh of 
service. 

Newspapers’ Invaluable Aid 

“Steps for the handling and mar- 
keting of forthcoming crops are be- 
ing taken through the state market- 
ing commissioner, and are now being 
worked out,

Any resident of California who 


has knowledge of the presence of a 
communicable disease and 
who fails to report it to the local 
haelth authority, as the law requires, 
be a real enemy to the coun- 
The California State Board of 
with the nec- 
essity for keeping the communica- 
ble diseases under strict 
particularly now that we are at war. 

A single case of any communica- 
ble disease, without supervision, 
might be the cause of an outbreak 
that would reduce greatly the ef- 
ficiency of the California men who 
may soon go to the front. Civilian 
recruits are flocking to the training 
camps now being established in dif- 
ferent pars of the state, and to bring 
any of the communicable diseases 
into one of these camps might cause 
exceedingly disastrous results. Un- 
less physicians and citizens supply 
information relative to the pres- 
ence of the communicable diseases, 
the State Board of Health is unable 
to know where to direct its efforts 
for disease control. 

The diseases reportable by law in 
California include chickenpox, mal- 
aria, mumps, measles,  diptheria, 
scarlet fever, typhoid fever, whoop- 
ing cough, smallpox, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, anthrax, beri-beri, epi- 
demic cerebrospinal meninigtis, Asi- 
atic cholera, dengue, dysentery, ery- 
sipelas, German measles, glanders, 
gonococeus infection, hookworm, lep-

rosy, pellagra, plague, poliomyelitis, 
rabies, syphilis, tetanus, trachoma, 
typhus fever, ophthalmia meonato-

Physicians or laymen who know 
of the presence of any of these dis- 
eases should report at once to the 
health officer of the city or county 
in which the case may be. Not to 
do so may be a factor in limiting our 
efforts and resources for winning 
the war.

Notes on Avocado Varieties for a 
Commercial Orchard 
To the increasing number who 


want to make a start toward plant- 
ing commercial orchards of avocados 
there is no more important and puz- 
zling question to which to find an 
answer than what to plant to pro- 
duce an orchard that will prove 
permanently profitable. 

One may frequently hear the cur- 
rent opinion expressed that we must 
wait ten years longer before we 
shall know what are to be our 
standard varieties. Possibly we may 
have to wait that long to get that 
knowledge, but we do not intend to 
wait that long to do our planting and 
from what we already know about it 
and what we already have in trees 
and fruit we can be reasonably sure 
we can produce orchards that will 
be permanently profitable even 
though no trees in them should ever 





find a place in the final standard 
class. 

The discovery during the past 
season, of the ripening period of 


two imported buds and the much la- 
ter ripening period of one of our old- 
er varieties than we had hitherto 
known, has given us winter bearing 
varieties and avocados of merit to 
market during every month in the 
year and that without needing to 
use very many varieties, so few 
that even three or four can be made 
to cover it. 

Since we can now cover the whole 
year with varieties that are so good 
as some that we have, there is no 
need to be unreasonably timid about 
planting an orchard to continue 
profitable if we use few enough 
kinds selected with sufficient study 
and good judgment. 

The main puzzle, pertaining to the 
effect of future planting on what we 
may plant now, that remains. to 
solve, is whether the superiority 
shall prove very marked which we 
may find in the best new kinds from 
Guatemala as compared with our 
present best kinds. Among the hun- 
dreds of thousands of trees amid 
which the United States government 
expert is now seeking the best— 
and among the selected imported 
Guatemalan buds soon to fruit here, 
there are almost certain to be some 
for which we shall want to reserve 
a space in our orchards, 

Not too many kinds 
proven element of success in  or- 
chard planting. Buyers are most in- 
terested and pay best prices where 
they can find large and continuous 
supplies of a definite article and 
growers find such marketing sim- 
plest and most economical.

crop. Budded trees two years from 
the nursery ~indicate a good setting 
of fruit and the five years bearing 
record of the parent tree indicates 
a continuous bearer without off-years.

In the Lyon we have a very fine 
fruit and the tree the most pre- 
cocious known, blossoming and _ set- 
ting fruit so abundantly from the 
first year that it tends to dwarf and 
enfeeble the tree unless it be care- 
fully and rigidly thinned. Too much 
care and attention are demanded for 
good results by the Lyon to make 
it look attractive for commercial 
orchard purposes, to.some of us. 
The Spinks tree is remarkably 
hardy and vigorous. It does not 
sunburn as do many varieties. Ob- 
servation of many kinds show it 
and the Fuerte to be the most rapid 
growers of any of the thick skin 
type. The year’s growth of some 
Spinks buds placed in old stock 
surpasses anything of the kind 
known.

SAN BERNARDINO MUST 
VIOLATE DRAFT LAW 


a 

San Bernardino county has the 
unique distinction of being the only 
county in the United States that 
cannot abide by all the terms of the 
conscription bill. 

This became apparent yesterday 
when G. Harold Powell, general 
manager of the California Fruit Ex- 
change and interested in the regis- 
tration in this state, met with the 
county council of defense in Judge 
Dewhirst’s chambers. 

Powell came to explain the details 
of the registration, but it was 


brought out that San Bernardino 
county cannot comply with the gov- 
ernment demands in regard to the 
timé for completing the registration. 

The government requires that the 
registration cards must be in the 
hands of the county clerk, who is 
the official registrar for the county, 
by noon on the day following the 
registration. 

But San Bernardino county is such 
a tremendously large county, larger 
than several states in the Union, 
that it is a physical impossibility to 
get the reports from the remote 
desert precincts, one locality in par- 


Ales- 


road, 

The polls in each precinct must 
be open until 9 o’clock; therefore, 
County Clerk L. R. Patty explained 
to Powell, it could not be done. 

And as a result the council of de- 
fense yesterday afternoon dispatched 
a telegram to the state board of 
registration at Sacramento asking 
for a ruling, since the government 
demands that the report be in by 
noon. 

Another matter that attracted at- 
tention was the demand of the gov- 
ernment that the registrars in the 
various precincts should hand the 
registration cards in person to the 
county clerk. 

It was cited that in the four pre- 
cincts in Needles each of the four 
persons would be required to come 
to San Bernardino at an expense of 
probably $20 each, and yet the gov- 
ernment has made no provision for 
the payment of the necessary ex- 
penses of such persons. 


In small counties it would not 


work a hardship, but when such 
registration reports have to be 
brought several hundred miles the 


situation is one which the local coun- | 
cil ‘sants additional light on. 

Powell explained the various feat- 
ures of the registration, one of 
which makes it mandatory on the 
part of the sheriff of each county to 
register all persons in the penal in- 
stitutions who are not incarcerated 
on felony charges.

ANENT A COUNTY CIVIL 
SERVICE SYSTEM HERE 


By G. W. Beattie 

Every one who is at all familiar 
withe the application of our present 
county government system to the 
supervisors, knows that in addition 
to tke minor county offices that 
have always been under their juris- 
diction—such as livestock inspector, 
probation officer, game warden, 
health officer, etc., etc..—they have 
also beeu empowered by the charter 
now in force to select a road com- 
missioner together with assistants 
for the county offices, to fix their 
compensation and terms of service, 
to define their powers and duties, 
and, when necessary, to remove 
them. Any one who has been suf-

It is probably not so well known 
that in the fiscal year 1915-16, ac- 
cording to data furnished by the 
county auditor and the county su- 
perintendent of schools, five school 
districts of this county expended the 
following amounts for salaries of 
teachers and janitors:

teachers alone in the entire county 
in the same time was $471,075.34. 

It will be noted that the trustees 
of the first three of the localities 
specified above spent much more, 
and those of the other two commu- 
nities not much less than _ the 
amount spent by the county super- 
visors for the appointees mentioned; 
and it should also be borne in mind 
that boards of school trustees have 
just as extensive powers over ap- 
pointments and appointees as_ the 
board of supervisors possesses. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
appointments made by school trus- 
tees of the county are much more 
numerous than those made by the 
supervisors, and involve much more 
money, they seldom provoke any ad- 
verse comment, while the appoint- 
ments made by the supervisors too 
often reek with political and _ per- 
sonal favoritism. 

School elections are notably tame 
affairs. Often, in rural _ districts, 
especially, few more than the elec- 
tion board cast their ballots; yet 
school trustees and members. of 
boards of education are men on 
whose recommendations many thou- 
sands of dollars taxes are levied 
without the formality of an election, 
and to whom are entrusted the large 
powers of selecting teachers and 
managing vast school properties. If 
contest in school elections arise, they 
are nearly always over question of 
school policy. Persons desiring po- 
sitions as teachers do not electioneer 
for school trustees. Such _ efforts 
would be considered in the worst 
possible taste, and would probably 
prevent their being selected. On 
the other hand, look at the average 
supervisorial election, although the 





tees are insignificant when compar- 
ed with the amounts handled by 
certain school authorities in the 
county. Their campaigns occasion 
fierce excitement, owing largely to 
the activities of “outs” who hope to 
become “ins” or of “ins’ who hope} 
to remain. 

Teachers are usually secure in 
their positions, leaving them only to 
better themselves, or “for cause,” 
while supervisorial appointees no} 
sooner become familiar enough with 
their work to be of value to the pub-| 
lic than they are liable to be re- 
moved to make way for some one 
else. In other words, our county | 
supervisors are prone to make their 
appointments under the "spoils sys- 


tem.”
